With 12 points the USSR leads 
tho standings after Ihrca rounds 
(altogether 14 will bo played), o 
point ahead of Britain. Holland 
and Iceland arc level at 9.5 (one 
game adjourned), Romania and 
West Germany hove 0.5 pomh 
each, Yugoslavia has nine, and 
Hungary — 7.

communique stresses, were for- 
ced to withdraw Into large 
towns having totally lost con- 
trol over rural areas. The autho- 
rities In Mogadishu are planning 
active use of plane9 to repel 
the advancing opposition units. 

Flailing to check the rise of 
opposition sentiment, govern- 
ment troops are conducting a 
campaign of murders and mass 
arrests of civilians. According to 
the Franca- Prosse, over the past 
month about a hundred Soma- 
lians were gunned down at Har- 
gelsa and Arapsio without trial 
on charges of links with the op- 
position. 


Dialogue in Toronto 


Toronto. Peaco champions' 
three-day International meeting, 
"World Dialogue on the Preven- 
tion of Nuclear War, for Disar- 
mament and Peace", which 
recently took place In Toronto 
on the Initiative of the Canadian 
Peaco Congress, was attended 
by more than 300 delegates rep- 
resenting various anti-war move- 
ments and public organizations 
of a number of countries bb well 
as by members of the Bureau of 
the Presidential Committee of 
the World Peace Council, and 
by UN representatives. 


The participants In the meet- 
ing adopted the "Address to the 
Peoples of the World and to All 
People of Good WIH", calling to 
stop the Brnis race and to freeze 
nuclear arsenals as a first step 
towards a total ban on nuclear 
weapons and towards nuclear 
disarmament. 

They greeted the Soviet 
Union's statement on readiness 
to agree immediately to a freeze 
on nuclear arms. The particip- 
ants in the meeting urged the 
Reagan administration to follow 
the USSR's example. 


MILLIONS OF BRITONS PROTEST 


Sheffield. Tlio leading anti- 
war organization in Britain, the 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarma- 
ment (CND), has held Its annual 
conference at which two thous- 
and delegates representing local 
CND branches, with the total 
membership 0 f more than 300 
thousand people have discussed 
the vital issues involved in the 
struggle for peace and against 
tho threat of nuclear war. 

Jn the resolutions adopted by 
the conference, the Campaign 
reflect* the protest of millions of 


Britons against the increasingly 
dangerous nuclear arms race 
and their desire for the preser- 
vation and consolidation of 
peace on Earth. The atm or the 
CND, one of the documents SBys, 
is lo work for Britain to reno- 
unce ail its nuclear weapons and 
bases. This step must become 
part of the efforts to eliminate 
the mass destruction weapons 
throughout the world, measures 
aimod at universal and comple- 
te disarmament.

SOVIET ATOMIC POWER 
STATIONS— 22 MILLION KILOWATTS 


High-speed tram cars, the 
Ural In such transport In the So- 
viet Union, have appeared In 
Volgograd (a city on the Vol- 
ga). The first line (inks Hie city 
centre with Jla northern Indus- 
trial districts, Though the (ram 
runs, for the time holng only 
part of Its route underground, 
and 10 kilometres on the sur- 
face as any other trams, Volgo- 
graders call It simply motrain, 
perhaps for the reason that Its 
underground part reminds a me- 
tro. 

But metram substantially dif- 
fers from intiiru: Its tunnels are 
not so deep, Hid ceiling of sta- 
tion platforms la lower, the cars 
are not of a railway but of a 
tramway typo — Inking electric 
current by means of panto- 
graphs. 

Tha new tramway has relie- 
ved many transport junctions In 
Volgograd. Rolls me being alto- 
gether removed from two 
streets, saving placo for other 
types ot truusport. The time 
needed for un end-to-end trip Is 
cut by almost a third. 

The tunneling of tho second 
section of metram la now under 
*•1 way- Its lines stretch southwards 
to Hie new dlsl riels of tho city 
also abounding In Industry. 
Volgograd tramway is also a 
testing ground lor the cities 
which hove opted lor similar 
v projects. 


Another atomic power station 
In Kalinin (centre of the Euro- 
pean USSR) has been switched 
to the Single Power Grid of the 
Soviet Union. The design capaci- 
ty of Its fjrst generuling unit ~ 
ono million kilowatt* — will he 
attained by the end of 1984. 
From that time on the total ca- 
pacity of the country's atomic 
power stations will exceed 
22 million kilowatts. 

The rapid development of the 
Soviet atomic power engineer- 
ing Is explained by its obvious 
economic and ecological advan- 
tages. This industry has covered 
a long path since the lime when 
the world’s first 5,000 kilowatt 
station was pul into operation 
In tho Moscow Region. Today 
the country's atomic power sta- 
tions produce about fi per cent 
of the country’^ energy and this 


share is steadily growing. Ato- 
mic energy helps save organic 
fuel. By 1085 it will save 42 mil- 
lion tonnes of organic fuel an- 
nually. 

Ecologists believe that atomic 
power stations are advantage- 
ous. Air contamination Is over- 
come and oxygen is saved. 
Thanks to advanced tecluiology 
atomic power stations are also 
distinguished for their high level 
of sarely. Over a year a person 
who lives next to nn atomic po- 
wer station may set additionally 
about the same dose of radia- 
tion as a TV viewer who spends 
half an hour every day watching 
a colour TV. This annual dose 
is 50 per cent less than the ra- 
diation dose which an airliner 
passenger flying from London to 
New York Is exposed to. 


EXCAVATOR 


A unit the production of which 
has started at the Ivanovo (a 
city in Central Russia) peat 
machine-building plant combines 
the good qualities of a cross- 
country vehicle and an excava- 
tor. 

Tho new hybrid, made by 
order of the builders of oil and 
gas pipelines, will also he used 
In tho extraction of peat and land 
reclamation. Thanks to Its rubber 
Bnd metallic caterpillars ihe ex- 
cavator easily moves in forest 
clearings, on palhs In scrubs and 
boggy lands. 

To improve its multipurpose 
qualitios, the excavator has been 
filled out with n set of change- 
able equipment. It can not only 
dig trenches of various width and 
foundation pits, but also carry 
out loading and unloading opera- 
tions.

ACCELERATED 
METHOD OF TESTS 

To determine the resistance to 
cold of concrete products, plant 
laboratories frequently freeze 
tested samples.

But all these vl- 
ciMjtudes were unable to kill the 
jnosl Important thing iron which 
they drew Inspiration m those 
hawt times — fallh i q the uncon- 
querable strength of the people's 


spirit, In Iho sacreduess ol ihe 
fight against the enemy. 

My charade rs do not resort to 
verbal declarations on how 
dearly they love (heir mother- 
land, or on Ihelr duly. Their pat- 
riot Ism Is as natural, as breallL 

Yet, people did not only fight. 
They simply lived, thought about 
life and death, good and evil, 
love and duly. This wholeness ol 
Ihelr existence stemmed from 
Ihetr preserved humanity In the 
fnco of Inhumanity personified 
by fascism. 

Q : The weekly "Llterammays

The 
fifth — to Igor Kirichenko, a post- 
graduate at the Moscow Gnessinv 
Institute.
